Notes  From  Greenwood. 

(By  Sekus  E.  Tull). 

So  many  of  the  brethren  have  written  me 
since  the  word  has  gone  out  that  I have  re- 
signed at  Greenwood,  that  I am  constrained 
to  say  a word  about  it  through  The  Record. 

I want  to  thank  all  who  have  manifested 
their  interest  in  me  and  the  work  here  at 
Greenwood.  It  is  about  the  work  here  that 
I wrant  to  say  a few  things. 

In  the  first  place,  I want  to  say  that  I be- 
lieve  Greenwood  to  be  the  greatest  field  in 
its  possibilities  in  the  State  of  Mississippi. 
The  wonderful  response  in  the  work  since  I 
have  been  here  has  given  glorious  evidence 
of  the  resources  and  possibilities  of  the  field 
To  give  clear  proof  o f this,  I will  quot 
from  my  recent  letter  of  resignation  to  tk 
church.  “I  am  proud  of  my  connection  wit 
this  church.  In  a little  over  two  years  and 
a half,  we  have  witnessed  a reaiiy  marvelous 
growth  in  Baptist  affairs  in  Greenwood.  In 
membership,  we  have  grown  from  178  to 
330.  More  than  100  have  been  received  by 
baptism.  Our  contributions  to  all  causes 
have  practically  doublled  twice.  The  Oak 
Street  Sunday  School  Mission  has  been  or- 
ganized and  a comfortable  house  built  for  its 
meetings.  The  movement  for  a new  $40,- 
000  house  of  worship,  in  all  of  its  mammoth 
proportions,  has  been  set  on  foot  and  car- 
ried to  assured  success.  Every  problem  of 
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Thursday,  June  24,  1909. 

ilie  budding  proposition  has  been  met  aud 
solved.  Materials  are  all  nought  or  agreea- 
ble bid*  therefor  in  hand,  and  uotning  ot 
complexity  remains.  When  the  details,  winch 
are  already  worked  out  by  the  huild-ug  com- 
iniUee,  have  been  executed  by  the  workmen, 
the  buildwg  will  be  ready  for  occupancy. 

it  may  be  added  to  this  statement  as  it  re- 
lates to  the  house,  that  ‘‘the  details  which 
are  already  worked  out  by  the  committee 
include  the  matter  of  money  as  well  as  other 
things.  The  whole  cost  of  the  budding  is 
covered.  [We  have  borrowed  $10,U00.00,  but 
there  are  enough  deferred  notes  on  subscrip- 
tions made  payable  later  on  to  cancel  this 
loan.  This  means  that  the  house  will  be 
dedicated  out  of  debt.  It  is  one  of  the  picks- 
ures  of  my  life  that  I shall  not  Dequeath  to 
my  successor  a “church  debt  to  be  gr&p 
pled  withj.  1 want  to  put  it  down  as  my  de- 
liberate opinion  that  no  $4U,(XW.OO  church 
house  in  all  the  land  has  yet  been  erected 
where  th^  money  came  so  free  and  the  prob- 
lems were  so  few.  This  is  but  another  e\  i- 
dence  of  the  character  of  people  who  com- 
pose the  church.  Here  1 will  quote  again 
from  my  letter  of  resignation : 

‘‘If  I may  characterize  these  two  years 
and  a half  of  our  labors  together,  1 would 
say  that  it  has  been  a period  of  growth  in 
glorious  self-consciousness  for  the  church. 

. us  been  a discovery-period  of  your  re- 
sources and  possibditiea.  As  the  situation 
is  today,  the  church  could  not' seemingly  be 
in  better  condition  than  circumstances  now 
find  you.  It  is  a matter  of  great  pride  to 
my  heart  that  I can  lay  the  work  down  when 
the  evidences  of  prosperity  are  glad  and 
gloriouB  on  all  sides.  Speaking  of  the  sub 
stantial  majority,  this  church  is  composed 
of  a very  superior  character  Christian 
manhood  and  womanhood.  One  of  the  great 
consolations  of  my  hear(  is  the  real  pstn 
I feel  in  breaking  loose  from  the  many  ties 
of  friendship  and  the  hallowed  sweets  of 
fellowships  here  is  that  there  are  absolutely 
no  local  hindrances  in  the  work  to  make  up 
a reason  why  I should  leave  this  field.  And, 
I am  glad  to  say.  the  really  great  reason* 
that  have  convinced  me  that  it  is  my  dutj 
to  resign  are  found  in  the  unusual  offers  on 
the  field  to  which  I go.” 

I want  to  say  that  nothing  but  a profound 
conviction  that  God  had  called  could  have 
induced  me  to  leave  Greenwood  at  this  time 
and  under  these  circumstances.  I love  Green 
wood  and  I love  the  Delta.  My  heart  and 
my  ambition  has  been  wrapped  up  in  this 
work  l|ere.  I lay  it  down  in  tears  but  with 


I lay  it  down  in  tears  oui  wuu 
a sensi)  of  pride  that  I shall  cherish  as  long 
as  I live.  The  new  house  will  be  finished 
by  the  fall  and  it  will  be,  beyond  all  ques- 
tion, the  grandest  house  of  worship  on  Mis- 
sissippi soil. 

A nfcxe  of  sentiment  creeps  over  my  heart 
as  I think  of  cutting  loose  from  Mississippi 
perhaps  forever.  I was  reared  in  Missis- 
sippi and  to  her  interests  I have  given  my 
life  as  a pastor  thus  far.  To  any  sympathet- 
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1C  fi  lend  who  wauls  to  know  about  the  First 
Bapust  Church  of  Fine  Blull,  Ark.,  to  wh.cu 
1 go,  surely  euouga  is  expressed  iu  uiy  wil- 
lingness to  give  up  Greenwood  and  xiissw

On  last  Lord’s  day  the  new  church  house 
ft  Raymond  was  dedicated  to  God  with 
fnost  appropriate  services.  Dr.  B.  D.  Gray, 
the  honored  secretary  of  the  Home  Board, 
breached  the  sermon,  wljich  was  very  ap- 
propriate. eminently  sensible  and  scriptural, 
rite  music  was  good,  thp  congregation  re- 
trinrkably  attentive,  and  the  result  of  the 
services  a distinct  gain  for)  the  Baptist  cause. 
Mrs.  Gray  and  others  of}  Captaih  Ratliff’s 
children,  who  have  gone  out  from  the  old 
roof  tree,  were  present,  among  them  Hon. 

I . C.  Ratliff  nnd  family,  of  Birmingham, 
Mrs.  Ballard,  of  Hattiesburg,  and  W.  D.  Rat- 
liff of  Jackson,  The  editor  and  wife  were 
present,  nnd  shared  the  splendid  hospitality 
of  Captain  and  Mrs.  W T.  Ratliff.  It  was 
» delipht  ful  day  and  nof  the  least  feature 
Mas  the  pleasure  of  spending  several  hours 
(with  our  old  college  mate,  B.  D.  Gray. 

We  present  below  a briff  historical  sketch 
pf  the  old  Raymond  Rapt  st  Church,  read  by 
* aP,n|n  Ratliff  at  the  d 'dication,  who  has 
been  a faithful  servant  af  the  Baptist  de- 
nomination : 

J The  Raymond  Baptist  Church  was  organ- 
ized about  the  year  184.1.  Judge  Amos  R. 
Johnston,  a prominent  lawyer  of  the  place, 

" ,los<>  Wlfe  was  a member,  gave  the  lot  on 
which  the  church  was  bpilt.  The  ground 
donated  by  Judge  Johnstr  n was  52x100  feet, 
Avlm’li  has  since  been  added  to  by  the  family 
«»f  the  late  S.  L.  Herring  until  the  lot  now 
occupied  is  100x200  feet. 

The  first  knowledge  thgt  the  writer  had 
"f  the  church  and  community.  Ur.  A.  War- 
per. a practicing  physician,  was  the  pastor. 

In  the  year  1852,  while  Rev.  C.  S.  McCloud 
iwas  fndor,  a great  meeting  was  held,  the 
preaching  beiug  done  by  Rev.  David  E. 
Burns  then  pastor,  of  the  First  Church  at 
Jackson.  More  than  onf  hundred  persons 
were  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
church  at  this  meeting. 

I 0n  thp  ejection  of  Mr.  Lincoln  to  the  pres- 
idency of  the  United  .States  in  1860  the 
[voters  of  Hinds  county  met  in  Ravmond  to 
decide  what  to  do.  The  writer  being  then 
a voter  came  with  others  and  found  his  old 
college  mate.  Rev.  J.  B.  Hamberlin  the  pas- 
tor. who  was  called  on  to  open  the  meeting 
with  prayer.  He  began  by  repeating  the 
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first  verse  of  the  115th  Psalm.  The  impres- 
sions made  tn  the  writer  by  the  occasion 
tnd  that  prayer  will  abide,  while  life  lasts. 
AV  hen  the  waiter  came  to  Raymond  to  live 
in  1865,  he  fijund  Rev.  C.  S.  McCloud  again 
the  pastor,  wjlio  after  two  years’  service,  re- 
moved to  Jefferson.  Texas.  During  this  pas- 
torate another  great  meeting  was  held,  the 
preaching  bejng  done  by  Rev.  T.  J.  Walne, 
then  pastor  jof  the  chureh  at  Brownsville, 
Hinds  county,  who  succeeded  Bro.  McCloud 
as  pastor  foi]  the  years  1868-69.  It  was  iu 
the  early  pa  t of  the  year  1868,  wmle  the 
galery  erect*  d for  the  benefit  of  the  colored 
people  was  being  removed  that  the  old 
building  collapsed,  falling  down  on  seven 
persons,  two  of  whom,  Mrs.  Amanda  Rob- 
ertson and  Mrs.  Mary  Reynolds,  were  se- 
verely injnrdd.  The  latter  part  of  the  same 
year  the  woitk  of  collecting  money  for  a new 
chureh  was  begun.  The  book  I now  hold  in 
my  hand  shows  the  name  and  amount  given 
by  each  contributor,  and  that  it  was  two 
years  before  sufficient  funds  were  raised  for 
the  completion  of  the  building.  Only  five 
of  the  presdnt  membership  participated  in 
the  erection  of  that  building.  On  the  1st 
of  January  1870,  Bro.  Walne  went  to  Vieka- 
burg  to  take  charge  of  a little  band  of  15 
or  20  members  that  had  for  years  been  held 
together  by.a  consecrated  Christian  woman, 
Mrs.  Legra$d. 

For  several  years  the  church  hero  was 
supplied  by  ministerial  students  from  Mis- 
sissippi College,  T.  J.  Rowan,  R.  A.  Cooper 
and  J.  H.  E$ger.  It  was  during  the  pastorate 
of  one  of  tnjese  brethren  that  a meeting  was 
held  in  1874  when  J.  W.  Sandford,  of  bias- 
ed memory,  did  the  preaching.  Thia  waa  be- 
fore hia  marriage  to  Miar  Lowrey,  now  a 
missionary  to  China.  The  next  pastor  was 
Rev.  J.  L.  Pettigrew,  who  served  the  chureh 
most  acceptably  for  a number  of  years.  On 
his  resignation  Rev.  A.  V.  Rowe,  then  a pro- 
fessor in  Mississippi  College,  was  called, 
who  is  still  remembered  by  many  of  the 
present  members  for  the  faithful  and  effi- 
cient service  rendered  by  him. 

On  the  retirement  of  Bro.  Rowe  Rev.  J.  L. 
Pettigrew  again  became  pastor,  and  contin- 
ued for  many  years,  and.  on  his  removal  to 
Clinton,  R^v.  C.  L.  Lewis  was  called  who 
served  the  $hnrch  for  nearly  20  years.  Some 
months  aftier  his  resignation  in  1907.  Rev. 

R.  C.  Wooster  was  called  and  served  the 
chureh  onq  year.  On  his  resignation  our 
present  pastor.  Rev.  J.  D.  Franks  was  called 
and  entered  work  on  February  1st  of  pres- 
ent year. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  March,  soon 
after  the  congregation  had  left  the  house 
the  building  was  blown  off  of  the  pillars.  A 
meeting  wna  held  in  the  old  house  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  April  when  it  was  resolved 
to  not  only  replace  the  house  on  the  pillars 
hnt  to  improve  it. 

Plans  fof  repairs  were  adopted  and  appro- 
priate committees  were  appointed. 

The  building  committee  report  that  the 
■work  has  been  done  in  a satisfactory  man- 
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ner  at  a cost  of  $1450.00,  one  thousand  of 
which  was  collected  and  four  hundred  and 
fifty  borrowed  from  the  hank  .in  the  town, 
which  ia  not  due. 


An  Old-Time-Service  for  Old  Folks. 

Griffith  Memorial  Church,  of  this  city,  ex- 
perienced a glorious  service  last  Sunday.  It 
was  an  “old-tnnc-terviee  for  the  old  folka,” 
when  the  preacher  "lined  oui  the  hyrnus" 
and  the  congregation  snng  without  the  or- 
gan and  choir. 

The  subject  was  ‘‘The  Iieaufty  and  Grace 
of  Old  Ago.”  Text,  "I  have  been  young 
and  now  1 am  old."  Ps.  37:25. 

( “Now  also  when  I am  old  and  gray- 
hoaded,  O God,  forsake  me  not.”  Pa.  71:18. 

Notwithstanding  the  threatening  weather 
and  a light  shower  juat  before  the  preaching 
hour,  there  waa  a large  congregation  and 
many  old  people  present.  At  the  cloae  of 
the  service,  all  over  50  years  of  sge  were 
lined  up,  and  while  singing  ‘‘Jesus  Lover  of 
My  Soul.”  the  congregation  gave  the  old 
veterans  of  the  cross  the  “hand  of  Christian 
fellowship,”  many  falling  on  Iheir  shoulders 
ami  weeping  like  children. 

One  aged  father  was  heard  to  say,  ‘‘This 
was  the  greatest  service  I ever  saw  in  my 
life”;  another,  “I  wish  they  would  sing  that 
way  all  the  time.”  A lister  with  grown 
children  and  whose  mother  and  father  live 
in  Illinois,  said  “The  only  objection  I had 
to  the  sermon,  it  made  me  want  to  sec  my 
mother  and  father  so  bad  that  I could  hard- 
ly stay  there.”  Young  man,  "Well  that  is 
the  first  service  of  that  kind  I ever  saw. 
I'm  not  a Christian,  hut  I ought  to  be."  It 
was  a great  service  and  we  all  felt  "It  is 
good  to  be  here."  On  the  first  Sunday  in 
July  is  "Raby  Day,"  when  the  "Cradle 
Roll”  will  be  called,  each  mother  answering 
for  her  baby  with  an  appropriate  verse  of 
scripture. 

There  are  many  new  residences  going  up 
in  this  part  of  the  city,  and  Griffith  Me- 
morial hopes  soon  to  be  one  of  the  strong 
churches  of  the  State.

We  may  be 
wrong  but  we  would  bewk«qUi<sal  of  the  apir- 
tuality  of  any  young  man  *ho  could  be 
brought  to  the  ehurrh  by  any  of  three  de-  * 
vices.  He  may  have  a desire  to  dnuk,  but 
not  of  the  water  of  life.  Bpt  wr  will  let 
that  go,  It  is  enough  perhaps  that  he  comes. 

AA  ell  then  whatf  He  has  had  hia  soda  or 
his  swim  or  hu  game  of  ball.  It  m all  very 
irfnwhing  hut  is  it  religion!  All  means 
may  he  fair  to  an  end,  but  what  has  the 
t Lurch  to  offer  to  back  up  those  means  that 
it  seems  so  nercssary  to  employ!  Haa  the 
man  in  the  pulpit  a message  that  can  reach 
the  yonng  man  when  he  comeh!  or  duet  the 
services  present  a form  of  spirituality  that 
makes  his  soul  hunger  within  him  for  a re- 
ligion like  that ! Does  the  singing  make  him 
melancholy  and  remind  him  of  the  depart- 
ure of  some  loved  one  or  does  It  fill  his  heart 
with  the  fire  of  love  that  makes  him  involun- 
tarily join  in  with  them.  Are  not  these  the  ✓ 
pivotal  points!  And  as  a rule  a minister 
who  has  a real  message  and  is  full  of  its 
beautiful  import  is  not  inclined  to  think  of 
soda  water,  roof  garden*,  howling  alleys  or 
any  such  thing  as  a method  jof  advertising 
hia  church  nr  hia  God.  He  iao't  that  kind 
of  a man  and  somehow  he  does  not  have  to 
consider  any  such  means.

pleasure, resulting  in  the  banishment  of  Cain 
the  land  of  “Nod,”  where  he  reared  a 
patnily  and  built  a city. 

| God,  according  to  His  purpose  of  grace, 
gave  unto  the  woman  another  son.  Seth, 
through  whom  the  nations  of  the  earth 
ijhonld  he  blessed.  When  men,  the  descend- 
ants of  Cain,  were  greatly  multiplied, 
fajughters  were  bom  untp  them,  fair  and 
Ifehutiful.  In  those  days  the  sons  of  Ood, 
leprendants  of  Seth,  saw  the  daughters  of 
f lf0'  that  were  very  beautiful  and  took 

! fUleni  Tr’VCT’  aa  many  88  they  wiahed. 

Thus  the  sons  of  Seth,  through  their  mar- 
riage with  the  daughters  of  Cain,  were 
tlrawn  away  from  the  true  worship  of  God, 
and  their  hearts  and  minds  became  only 
kicked  continually.  This  repented  God 
that  He  had  made  man  and  caused  Him  to 
destroy  man  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 

Rut  Noah  and  his  three  sons  were  pure  in 
their  generation  and  found  favor  with  God 
ivhich  led  to  the  building  of  the  Ark  through 
Which  a residue  of  the  world  was  preserved 
from  the  destruction  of  the  flood. 

Cain  and  all  his  descendants  and  their 
companions  were  destroyed  by  the  flood,  bnt 
God  was  just  in  his  dealing  for  his  long- 
buffering  toward  these  disobedient  people, 
^waited  while  the  ark  was  being  prepared. 
Tinrine  this  time  Noah  continued  to  preach 
do  them,  but  to  no  purpose.  They  followed 
tie  hardness  of  their  hearts  nntil  the  flood 
•prepared  them  for  the  “prison,”  in  which 
[Christ  preached  to  them.  They  were  diso- 
bedient to  Ood,  they  would  not  hear  God’s 
message,  so  their  spirits  were  separated 
from  their  perishing  bodies  and  cast  into 
[ the  prison.  , 

2.  Now  let  us  consider  the  "Prison.” 
Here  is  where  we  meet  one  of  the  great  dif- 
:flcnlties.  The  word  Hell,  as  used  in  the 
English,  does  not  always  refer  to  the  same 
place.  There  are  three  Greek  words  with 
different  shades  of  mesning.  yet  all  three 
translated,  nnfortnnstely.  I think,  bv  the 

J wnr<1  M*«H This  being  trne  it  be- 
comes necessary  just  here,  to  study,  briefly, 
these  three  Greek  words. 

T/ie  first  is  “Gehinna.”1  The  valley  of  the

; in  the  hands  of  Molech.  Christ  transfers  it 
t«>  that  place  prepared  for  the  Devil  and  his

the  righteous  will  be  gathered  into  eternal 
I W ,n  Heave“.  ™ the  wicked  to  eternal  pun- 
ishment in  “Gehinna,”  the  lake  burning 
'v,th  fire  and  brimstone. 

The  second  word  is  “Tartarus.”  It  is  tb* 
Place  in  which  the  wicked  dead  ar«  bsing 
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guarded  awaiting  the  day  of  final  judgment. 
It  is  a prison  whfre  fallen  angels  and  the 
wicked  dead  are  kept  under  punishment 
unto  the  day  of  judgment. 

As  the  righteous  await  the  resurrection 
mom  in  Paradisq.  a place  of  glory  and  joy 
and  peace,  so  the  wicked  abide  the  time  of 
this  resurrection  in  Tartarus,  a prison  to  be 
shunned.  Read  Luke  16:19-31.  Lazarus 
in  Paradise  and  the  “rich  man”  in  the 
prison. 

There  is  a gt  If  fixed  between  Paradise 
and  the  prison  sd  that  there  can  be  no  pass- 
ing from  one  place  to  the  other.  When 
• once  the  spirit  is  in  Tartarus  it  roust  remain 
there  until  the  day  of  judgment.  Let  us 
now  turn  to  II.  Peter  and  read  2 :4-7,  9.  I 
read  from  the  Revision  of  the  American 
Bible  Union,  which  hi  the  best  translation  I 
have  ever  seen.  “For  if  God  spared  not 
angels,  when  they  Binned,  but  cast  them 
down  to  hell  (Tartarus),  delivered  them 
over  to  chains  of  darkness,  kept  unto  judg- 
ment, eth.  And  spared  not  the  old  world,” 
etc.,  “and  turning  to  ashes  the  cities  of 
Sodom  and  Gomorrba,”  etc.  “The  Lord 
knows  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out  of  temp- 
tation, and  to  keep  the  unrighteous  under 
punishment  to  the  day  of  judgment,”  etc. 
Then,  fallen  angels,  the  old  world,  Sodom 
and  Qomorrha,  the  rich  man  and  all  others 
who  die  out  of  Christ  are  in  this  prison ; they 
are  kept  under  punishment;  they  are  kept 
unto  the  day  of  judgment,  then  cast  into 
Gehinna,  the  fetcrnal  hell  of  fire. 

The  next  word  is  “Hades.”  I think  it  ex- 
ceedingly uflfortunate  that  this  word  is 
translated  “Hell.”  It  is  the  unseen  world; 
the  realm  of  the  dead ; the  disembodied  state 
rather  than  a place.  It  is  that  state  of  the 
soul,  or  spirit,  between  temporal  death  and 
the  resurrection.  Act*  2:27:  “Because  thou 
wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in  hell  (Hades)  neith- 
er wilt  thou  suffer  thy  Holy  One  to  see  cor- 
ruption.” The  body  of  Christ  in  the  tomb 
will  not  decay.  The  soul  of  Christ  will  not 
be  left  apart  from  the  body.  It  will  come 
back  into  the  body  and  the  body  raised 
from  the  tomb. 

So  we  have  hades,  that  state  in  which  the 
soul  is  separated  from  the  body ; we  have 
Gehinna.  the  hell  of  fire,  the  home  of  the 
wicked  after  the  judgment ; as  the  home  of 
the  righteous  will  be  the  Holy  City,  so  the 
home  of  the  wicked  will  be  the  prorane  city 
of  punishment;  we  also  have  Tartarus,  the 
prison  in  which  the  wicked  spirits  were,  and 
are  still,  kept  where  Christ  preached  to 
them. 

This  brings  us  to  the  last  point. 

3.  The  preaching.  You  may  not  agree 
with  all  I say  about  this  preaching.  I can’t 
put  my  finger  on  a passage  of  scripture  that 
gives  a complete  explanation  of  it.  How- 
ever, if  you  will  follow  me  closely  yon  will 
see  that  what  I do  say  dove-tails,  and  fits 
harmoniously,  into  the  teachings  or  the 
scripture  Before  I take  up  this  part  of 
the  text  as  snch,  let  me  call  your  attention 
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once  more  to  the  parable  of  the  rieh  man 
and  Lazaras. 

Lazarus  is  with  Abraham  in  pafadise.  The 
rich  man  is  in  Tartarus.  A great  gulf  ia 
fixed  between  the  two,  so  there  can  be  no 
passage  from  one  to  the  other.  The  rich 
man  appeals  to  Abraham  for  help,  but  no 
help  came.  Notice  that  they  talk  to  each 
other  across  this  gulf  and  the  rich  man 
sees  Abraham  and  1-azarus  and  they  recog- 
nize each  other.  Remember  thlrse  facta. 
Pardon  me  for  this  diversion  and  now  study 
with  me  the  preaching. 

Christ,  on  the  cross,  make*  the  great  sac 
rifiee  for  sin.  The  veil  of  the  temple  is  rent 
in  twain  from  top  to  bottom,  thui  exposing 
the  Holy  of  Holies  of  the  temple.  This  , 
shows  that  the  temple  is  no  longer  the  place 
to  make  atonement  for  ain,  as  a better  sac- 
rifice than  of  bulls  and  goat*  has  been  made 

Christ  having  made  this  sacrifice,  goes 
into  the  Holy  of  Holies  of  Heaven,  and  in 
the  presence  of  the  Father,  with  his  owi 
blood,  and  makes  the  atonement,  ones  fo* 
all  time  to  come,  for  the  sins  of  the  world 
Having  made  the  atonement  he  then  g >*s 
to  paradise.  "Today  shalt  thon  be  with  me 
in  paradise.”  Before  we  go  any  torrtha*  lei 
us  notice  the  Greek  word  translated  p"c*rh 
It  is  the  “Aorist  of  Kcrus*o.”-and  means 
to  speak  as  a herald,  to  declare  with  author- 
ity, what  shonld  be  and  should  have  been 
done,  and  not  to  announce  good  newi.  It 
may  be  good  news,  but  not  necessarily  so. 
In  this  ease  it  is  past,  showing  what  sh  un  I 
have  been  done.  Now  lets  come  back  again 
to  thp  preaching,  Christ,  on  coming  to  par- 
adise, announces  thnt  the  atonement  has 
been  made  and  salvation  procured  for  the 
world. 

Just  here  I believe  the  spirits  in  prison 
make  an  earnest  appeal  to  Christ  for  help, 
as  did  the  rich  man  to  Abraham.  Christ 
tells  them,  speaking  with  authority,  that 
they  should  have  heeded  the  preaching  of 
Noah.  Like  Abrahaln.  he  tells  them  that 
there  is  no  mercy  for  them.  They  were  dis- 
obedient : they  would  none  of  the  eonnsel  of 
God.  Now.  God  will  langh  at  their  calam- 
ity. They  trampled  the  grace  of  God  under 
their  feet.  “He  that  being  often  reproved 
and  hardeneth  his  neck  shall  roddenly  be 
destroyed  and  that  without  remedy.”  Their 
destiny  is  sealed  They  must  remain  in  this 
prison  to  the  day  of  judgment,  and  be  east 
into  Gehinna. 

We  have  seen  the  spirits,  the  prison,  and 
I verily  believe  that  is  the  preaching. 

Conclusion  :*  Dear  friends,  Christ  has  pro- 
cured salvation  for  the  world.  He  ia  able 
to  save  all  who  will  come  to  him  He  wants 
us  to  tell  the  world  about  his  salvation  and 
warn  them  of  the  prison.  Will  yon  tell 
them?  I plead  with  yon  to  give  the  plan  of 
salvation  to  the  world. 

Mr  dear  sinner  friends,  this  is  a warning 
and  example  for  yon.  Turn  from  your  sins. 
Give  God  yonr  hearts  Live  for  Jesus  and 
the  advancement  of  his  kingdom.  Tell  yonr 


companions  that  God  loves  them  and  that 
Christ  want*  to  save  them  fro  Gehinna 
He  wants  to  tare  them  from  the  prison  He 
wants  to  save  them  to  a life  of  righteousness 
hr  re  and  to  Heaven  in  the  world  to  come. 
Trust  Him!  !/>ve  Tlira!  Obey  Him t Givs 
your  life  to  Him  and  be  happy.

Soul  Activities  of  the  “Dead  in  Bins  ” 

I have  been  exceedingly  interested  for  a 
long  time  in  the  study  of  the  eondition  of 
those  who  are  “dead  in  trespasses  and  in 
sins.”  and  the  more  I study  the  more  inter- 
ested I become.  That  the  “dea4  in  sins” 
are  separated  from  God  and  void  of  spirit- 
ual fellowship  with  him  is  clear  enough 
That  they  are  under  condemnation  ia  cer- 
tain That  they  can  only  be  brought  into 
living  union  and  fellowship  with  Ood 
through  Jean*  Christ  is  surely  according  to 
the  Scripture*  That  it  is  the  Holy  Spirit 
who  regenerate*  the  so  til  and  nnitea  it  in- 
separably to  God  throngh  Jesua  Christ,  im- 
planting in  It  in  that  regenerating  set  “the 
divine  nature.”  is  perfectly  plain  to  me. 
That  this  work  of  the  noly  Spirit  is  some- 
how done  in  connection  with  repentance  and 
faith  on  the  part  of  the  subject  acted  upon 
is  at  least  seemingly  the  teaching  of  the 
Bible  surely  no  one  will  question.  But  be- 
hind all  of  this  ie  the  condition  of  the 
"dead  in  sins.” 

Christ  used  an  illustration  which  shows  ! 
the  condition  of  one  poor,  dead  soul  when  he 
♦old  of  the  man  whose  lands  brought  fprth 
much.  He  *aid  that  the  man  spoke  to  his 
soul  and  said  “Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods 
laid  up  for  thee  for  many  yearn;  take  th  nr 
rase,  cat,  drink  and  be  merry.’’  Thrice  12  19. 
Then  he  said,  “Ood  said  unto  him  thou  fool, 
this  night  thy  soul  shall  be  required  of 
thee.”  A*  I eee  it,  thia  picture  allows  th* 
slruggle  between  the  earnal  self,  which 
seeks  only  things  of  earth  and  is  enmity 
against  God,  and  a poor  soul  conscious  of 
its  sad  condition  and  domicared  hy  the 
devil  and  carnal  mind.  There  was  certainly 
a dual  self  represented  in  the  lesson  and 
one  self  was  trying  to  quiet  the  disturbed 
condition  of  the  other.  If  this  was  not  true 
why  represent  the  man  a*  speaking  to  hi* 
soul  T Oh  the  cry  of  a starving  soul,  starv- 
ing for  the  bread  of  life  and  offered  only  the 
things  that  satisfy  the  flesh  It  is  a sad 
wail. 

Another  interesting  caae  of  the  actmti** 
of  a “dead  in  sins”  soul  is  Baal,  who  be- 
came Panl.  This  man  was  so  bitter  against 
Christ  that  he  persecuted  the  Christiana 
unto  death,  yet  he  said  “I  have  lived  in  all 
good  conscience  before  Ood  until  this  day 
Act*  28:1.  He  alao  aaid.  when  referring  to 
bis  life  against  Christ.  "I  was  real  on*  to- 
ward God  as  ye  all  are  this  day.”  Acta 
22:3.  Then  again,  when  looking  back  at  thia 
part  of  his  life  he  said  he  was  the  “chief  of 
sinners”  and  obtained  mercy  because  be  did 
it  "ignorantly  in  nnbelief.”  I Tnn  1:13.

The  desired  shade  may  he  obtain- 
ed by  dipping  a little  of  the  dress. 
It  will  be  a bit  lighter  than  when 
wet,  and  will  leave  an  even  color 
all  over.  One-eighth  of  a yard  is 
more  than  enough  for  a dress. 
Navy-blue  cheese-cloth  may  be 
used  in  the  same  manner  to  fresh- 
en the  color  of  a light  blue  dress.
